FRENCHMAN IS EXECUTED 
AS SPY BY FIRING SQUAD 


Forester Was Charged With Ob- 
taining Military Information 
for “Foreign Power.” 
NANCY, France, April 18 (AP). 
—A 26-year-old Frenchman, Fran- 
cois Helmuth Gruneberg, died as a 

spy today before a firing squad. 
He was the second person to he 
put to death as a spy in peacetime 
under France’s rigorous anti-espi- 
onage law of June 17, 1938. The 
first was Naval Ensign Jean Au- 
bert, shot March 6 at Toulon. j 
Gruneberg was a forester who 
worked in the area along the Magi- 
not defense line facing Germany. 
He was arrested at the time of the 
September crisis, charged with ob- 
taining military information for “a 
foreign Power,” and was con- 
demned Jan. 4 by a courtmartial 
of the Twentieth Military Area. 


PARISH GIVES UP PRISONER 


Priest It Wished to Keep Departs 
for New Post as Women Weep. 
VULCAN, Mich., April 18 (AP). 

—The Rev. Simon Borkowski, for 
approximately eight months a “pris- 
oner” of devoted parishioners who 
refused to allow his transfer, start- 
ed for his new post at Pulaski, Wis., 
today. 

Several hundred weeping women 
and silent men, many of whom had 
“picketed” the priest’s quarters all 
winter, stood aside this morning as 
he walked to an automobile. A mo- 
tor cavalcade was arranged to es- 
cort him to Pulaski. Last month 
church officials asked for a court 
order to force the pickets to leave 
the church property.

PROPOSED BRITISH WAR RISK 
RATES ON OCEAN CARGOES 


Board of Trade Acts to Prevent 
Premiums on Shipping Insur- 
ance Rising Too High. 

LONDON, April 18 (AP).—The 
Board of Trade outlined today the 
Government’s plan for marine re- 
insurance against war risks de- 
signed to prevent rates so high as 
to restrict shipping. 

It disclosed an agreement with 
marine insurance companies and 
underwriters, which specifies: 

The cargo rate for bullion and 
specie will not exceed one-half of 
one per cent of the insured value; 
for other cargoes it will not ex- 
ceed 1 per cent of the insured value. 

The Government will charge the 
pool premiums ranging from 12 
cents to 37 cents for each $500 of 
bullion and specie. For-other car- 
goes the rate range will be double.

An adult education center will 
be opened by Washington Univer- 
sity in the fall at the old Mary 
Institute building, Waterman boule- 
vard and Lake avenue.

In No- 
vember 139 veniremen were exam- 
ined without getting a jury. 

As in that and similar cases, the 
veniremen yesterday indicated dis- 
approval of the minimum penalty, 
six months in jail, and of the city’s 
practice of licensing pinball and 
other slot machines for amusement. 
Charges are filed when detectives 
report playing the machines for 
cash as well. 

About 100 cases are waiting trial 
on the charge, setting up a gaming 
device. Formerly the Circuit At- 
torney got around the difficulty by 
allowing defendants to plead guilty 
of a lesser charge, permitting 
gambling on the premises, and pay 
a $50 fine. When the practice in- 
dicated a disturbing popularity 
among the offenders themselves, 
he recommended $100 fines and 
then, since 1937, stuck to the felony 
charge, which provides no fine but 
sentences of six months to five 
years.

Considers Sending Expedition 
to Map 500,000 Square Miles 
Found in 100 Years, 


WASHINGTON, April 18 (AP).— 
State Department officials dis- 
cussed today the advisability of 
trying to map lands in the Antarce- 


tic claimed by American explorers 
during the last 100 years.

Dangers of Directionless Isolation. 

To the Editor of the Post-Dispatch: 
OST characteristic plank in isolation- 
ist ideology is that which predicates | 


that we can maintain independence of | 
world politics, and freedom from the com- 
plementary embroilments, by a mere sev- 
erance of national interest. Surely the les- 
sons of history, from Beowulf to Cham- | 
berlain, amply illustrate that should we. 
“institute any policy of strict, uncompro- 
mising isolation from world events which | 
sacrifices either the national conscience | 
or the national honor, we would not only | 
lose prestige as a world Power, but would 
be contributing to our own destruction. 

Any such directionless isolation which 
is motivated by pacific reasoning will 
contribute to the breakdown of the Eu- | 
ropean idea that the United States por- | 
tion of this continent, at least, is im- | 
pregnable, The ascendant Powers in| 
Europe, because of the peculiar nature of | 
European mentality, can only construe | 
recession from national principles as na- 
tional cowardice. 

The idea. of peace at any cost is utter-| 
ly alien to Europe. They cannot under-| 
stand compromises with ethics or beliefs | 
to avoid physical conflict. Rather, the | 
most insubstantial attachment or convic- | 
tion will lead them to bloody and pro-| 
longé@i wars to protect their interests. 
The European mind cannot conceive a 
virile nation which on the one hand 
preaches principles and on the other 
compromises the same principles to avoid 
physical conflict.

All the amendment does is to forbid arbitrary 
write-ups in valuations, a device which the pro- 
moters, with the blessing of the FHA, have used to 
circumvent the legal requirement. But we are told 
that not even a compromise of the amendment is ac- 
ceptable to the FHA, since, however phrased, it would 
serve to make future loans “impossible.” As a re- 
sult,-we are told, “76,000 to 100,000 skilled workmen 
now empldyed on such projects will be thrown onto 


‘the WPA rolls.” 


It is passing strange that a provision requiring a 
promoter to put up cash rather than an imaginary 
value would have the effect of scaring capital away 
from all such projects. Indeed, if this be true, then 
the Government has no business insuring such loans 
in the first place. The FHA’s activities in this re- 


' gard smack of some of the most vicious practices of 


private promoters in the gaudy ‘20s. 

The FHA statement, made by an official who de- 
clined to permit use of his name, has all the ear- 
marks of a bugaboo to frighten members of the Sen- 
ate Banking and Currency Committee into knocking 
Introduced by Representative 
John J. Cochran of St. Louis and adopted by the 
House over administration opposition, the amendment 
was the direct result of disclosures by the Post-Dis- 
patch of gross inflation of land values by promoters 
of the Manhassett and Lucas-Hunt projects here. 

The position of the FHA throughout the contro- 
vyersy initiated by these disclosures has been any- 
thing but savory. Stewart McDonald, FHA Admin- 
istrator and former St. Louisan, has repeatedly re- 
fused to make public the financial details of the St. 
Louis projects, on the ground that the information 
was “confidential.” By what warrant does a Govern- 
ment agency, hypothecating billions of dollars of pub- 
lic funds in insuring loans made on the most gen- 
erous terms, make bold to hide from public view the 
facts underlying these loans? 

The Cochran amendment, praiseworthy in itself, 
is only a step toward correcting abuses under the 
FHA law, of which the St. Louis disclosures appear 
to have only scratched the surface. 

As it stands, the law allows the Administrator 
an amazing amount of discretion in making esti- 
mates as a basis for loan insurance. He may in- 
sure a mortgage on a large-scale rental housing 


‘project in an amount “not to exceed 80 per centum 
‘of the amount which the Administrator estimates 
will be the value of the property or project when 


the proposed improvements are completed.” On the 
strength of this provision, the FHA now bases its 
estimates not on actual cost of land or improvement, 
but on the estimated rental return from the com- 
pleted apartments. 

The Cochran amendment not only would require 
the Administrator to determine the value of the land 
as of the date of the application for insurance, but 
provides also that “in no case shall the estimat- 
ed value of the property or project for insurance 
under this section be in excess of the value of the

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KANSAS CITY’S CROOKED JURY PANEL. 

Notwithstanding evidence that the current Kan- 
sas City jury panel of 600 names is loaded with dis- 
qualified persons; notwithstanding a showing by At- 
torney-General McKittrick that the Jury was drawn in 
an illegal manner, Circuit Judge Albert A. Ridge 
overruled a motion to quash the panel. Instead, he 
immediately selected 36 veniremen from the list to 
try the case of County Judge David EB. Long, one uf 
the Pendergast men indicted by Judge Southern’s 
grand jury. Three of those on the Long jury are 
city employes. 

It was disclosed by the Kansas City Star and the 
Attorney-General that among the 600 prospective 
jurors are a brother and two nephews of former 
County Judge Hostetter, now under indictment; that 
one venireman was fined in 1936 for attempting to 
fix a juror; that 13 on the panel are employes of the 
City Water Department, directed by R. Emmet 
O'Malley; that the list contains many saloon keepers, 
beer salesmen, WPA workers; that 65 are not reg- 
istered voters; that, of the 600 summonses issued, 
168 were marked “non est,” meaning that the jurors 
could not be found at the addresses on the sum- 
mons,

The Supreme Court’s 6-to-2 decision of yesterday 
ends the deportation proceeding against Joseph G. 
Strecker, but, since it deals with only one aspect 
of the action, the far more celebrated case of Harry 
Bridges must still be decided on its own merits. 

The New Orleans Circuit Court of Appeals had 
ruled in the Strecker case that membership in the 
Communist party did not mean advocating overthrow 
of the Government by force, and hence did not make 
deportation mandatory. The Government appealed. 
The Supreme Court did not pass on the Circuit 
Court’s view, but stated merely that past member- 


ship was no ground for deportation. Strecker paid 
dues in the party for a period of about three months 
in 1932-33, and had since repudiated its beliefs. 

The decision, so far as it affects the Bridges case, 
means that the West coast labor leader cannot be de- 
ported if it is proved only that he belonged to the 
Communist party at some time in the past. If it is 
shown that he now belongs to the party, the Supreme 
Court may be called upon to rule on whether that 
fact makes him deportable. 
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THE TROUBLES OF ZINC. 

The trade treaty with Canada, which reduced the 
tariff on zinc, has made things more difficult at 
home for the zinc industry. Under the most-favored- 
nation agreement, the duty was automatically re- 
duced on zinc from Belgium and Mexico, which have 
profited more than Canada. 

Such was the report to the American Zinc Institute, 
which is holding its annual meeting in St. Louis, 
by its executive secretary, E. V. Gent of New York.

THE SUPREME COURT UPHOLDS CROP CONTROL. 

In the Hoosac Mills case, decided early in 1936, the 
Supreme Court held that a “statutory plan to regulate 
and control agricultural production” is a “matter 
beyond the powers delegated to the control of the 
Federal Government.” Yesterday, in upholding the 
marketing quota law for tobacco, the court ruled that 
Federal control of agricultural production is legal if 
it takes the form of a tax on that portion of a crop 
produced in excess of quotas fixed by the Department 
of Agriculture. 

Speaking for the majority of the court, Justice 
Roberts, who wrote the opinion voiding thé*original 
AAA law, said: 

It (the marketing quota law) purports to be 
solely a regulation of interstate commerce, which 
it reaches and affects at the throat where tobacco 
enters the stream of commerce—the marketing 
warehouse. 

It is not necessary to agree with the minority 
opinion that the act is invalid or unsound in order 
to agree with it that the penalty which the law im- 
poses on the sale of tobacco produced in excess of 
the allotted quota is the equivalent of a penalty on 
production itself. 

In the light of this decision, the way is apparently 
clear for Congress to control agricultural production 
to any extent it thinks wise. For if it can legally 
impose a 50 per cent penalty on production in excess 
of a quota, it can, if necessary, impose an even high- 
er penalty. And while marketing quotas have not 
hitherto been applied except bya vote of two-thirds 
of the growers concerned, there is no ground for 
supposing marketing quotas imposed without a refer- 
endum would not be just as constitutional. 

From the point of view of agriculture, the decision

means that for the first time in six years the Depart- 
ment of Agriculture can go to the farmer with a 
program which is fully formulated in advance and 
definitely legal.

The United States is not in the 
least interested in the mainte- 
nance of the British Empire, or of 
the French empire. It is not com- 
mitted to the status quo. But it is 
interested in the evolution of the 
world in the direction of a more 
stable and orderly society, in which 
naked military power is not the 
only determinant. 

The emergence of naked power as 
the sole arbiter of the internal 
affairs of states preceded the emer- 
gence of naked power as the sole 
and uninhibited arbiter of relations 
among states. We live at this mo- 
ment in such an era, And the hope 
that we may not continue to live 
in such an era for generations lies, 
at this moment, wholly with the 
democracies. 

A peace made by the dictator- 
ships will be a peace committed to 
the maintenance of naked power, as 
a way of life. 

That is very much worse than 
the peace of 1919. Such a peace 
has recently been made in Czecho- 
Slovakia, Such a peace is made in 
Albania. A series of such peaces 


made piecemeal might be achieved 


without war, but they would change 
the entire structure and composi- 
tion of the world, and make it im- 
possible for any other concept of 
life to dwell on this planet. 

There are some who wish to wait 
until the disease has crept up with- 
in striking distance of our shores 
before they are even willing to ad- 
mit that it exists. 

There are others—and the Presi- 
dent is one of them—who want to 
make it perfectly clear now, when 
the menace still is relatively far 
away, that we have observed its 
existence and are prepared to deal 
with it.

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‘Die Walkuere’ Sung Here — 
At Very High Standard 


Give Authority to Well-Balanced Pres- 
entation of Wagner Opera. 


By THOMAS B. SHERMAN 


REJUVENATED grand opera 
made its appearance on the 
boards of the Municipal Au- 


ditorlum last night when Richard 
Wagner's stirring drama of the 
gods, “Die Walkuere,” was  pre- 
sented by an assembly of outstand- 
ing artists under the direction of 


Laszlo Halasz, conductor, and Ernst 
Lert, stage director. A high stand- 
ard of pérformance was maintained 
by all the participants in this diffi- 
cult and complicated artistic enter- 
prise. The celebrated visiting ar- 
tists made excellent individual con- 
tributions, the stage management 
was integrated with the general dy- 
namic movement of the play and 
the orchestra performed with in- 
terpretive eloquence desptie its 
limited sonority. 

The success of the performance, 
however, was in the effectiveness of 
the ensemble. The whole was 
greater than the sum of its parts. 
It was a unity of movement and of 
impact that stirred the imagina- 
tion, that kept the interest of the 
audience on leading strings and 
that turned the inevitable defects 
and omissions into details of the 
moment. 


Melchior and Lawrence. 


With Lauritz Melohior and Mar- 
jorie Lawrence singing the roles of 
Siegmund and Brunhilde a certain 
professional achievement was to be 
expected. But under the usual con- 
ditions prevailing in a production as- 
sembled from a number of sources 
it would have been their exclusive 
burden and their show, for what- 
ever it was worth. As it happened, 
however, each of the other mem- 
bers of the cast had his own com- 
parable quality. Moreover they 
were all brought into a general 
plan and their individual gifts were 
made a part of a general solution. 

One must nevertheless pay a spe- 
cial tribute to Miss Lawrence for 
her fresh conception and her vola- 
tile realization of the role of Brun- 
hilde. Even singers of magnificent 
voice and presence have been 
known to make this half-daughter 
of the gods into something almost | 
as unbelievable as the picture on} 
the inside of a cigar box. 
Lawrence had the grand gestures | 
and the broad sweep, but she was 
nevertheless a woman with pas-| 
sions, loyalties and 
weaknesses and one who therefore 
had a definite claim on the sympa- 
thies of the earth-bound men and 
women out front. 

Her impersonation of Brunhilde 
was consistently that of a creature 
with recognizable impulses and 
from this central idea her whole 
expression of the part, vocal and 
dramatic, was derived. Needless to 
say, she had the power to put it all 
into effect. The exultant Brun- 
hilde shouting her battle cry from 
the rocks was also capable of the 
divine melancholy of the second 
act and the heroic resignation of 
the third. And the warm, plastic 


quality of her voice which she pro- 
duced with such notable freedom 
was just as amenable to the needs 
of subtle, artistic modeling as to 
the ringing sonority of the dramatic 
passages. 

Authoritative Siegmund. 


Mr. Melchior’s Siegmund had the 


‘enveloping authority that he im- 


parts to all his Wagnerian roles. 
The part of Siegmund was obvious- 
ly one that he could handle with 
the precision of one long practiced 
and complete with understanding. 
It is a tribute to his colleagues 
and to the general direction of the 
production that he was inspired to 
give it such broad-scaled energy 
and warmth. 


Dezso Ernster’s Hunding was 
also a magnificent dramatic and 
vocal performance. M?. Ernster 
was not content to be just an old- 
fashioned “menace” with black 
beard and threatening speech, The 
extent to which the character was 
expressed in the singing alone 
proved that he not only had the 
musical resource—a voice of great 
depth, sonority and flexibility—but 
a thorough grasp of Hunding’s psy- 
chology. 


Fred Destal sang the role of Wo- 
tan for the first time in America 
and, in his own way, struck the note 
of authority with as much precis- 
ion as his slightly better known as- 
sociates. His appealing baritone 
was ideally suited to the properly 
executed Wotan, for Wotan, after 
all, must be thought of as a sort 
of tribal chief presiding over a 
somewhat undisciplined group of 


lieutenants, If Wotan were a true) 


god with no temperamental flaws 
and no inhibitions the Njbelungen 
saga wouldn't make sense. But 
whatever his defects he was con- 
scious of his nobility and Mr. Des- 
tal made this nobility the main- 
spring of his character and his 
musical speech.

Difficulties of Freed Prisoners. 


“After the necessarily strict rou- 
tine of prison life it is difficult for 
a discharged prisoner to stand on 
his own feet in the swift-running 
currents of a free man’s world. 
Often, if he has been in prison very 
long, he will ha,e lost the habit of 
making his own decisions. He usu- 
ally faces tremendous difficulties 
in finding a job. In many cases 
his prison record cuts him off from 
ithe friendship of law-abiding peo- 
‘ple. These circumstances tend to 
push a man back to a life of crime 
unless we make it our business to 
help him overcome them. That is 
the reason why I have long been 
of the opinion that parole is the 
most promising method of termi- 
nating a prison sentence.” 

The President declared crime 
could not be held in check by a 
good police system alone. 

“Occasional brilliant prosecutions 
jMay arouse our admiration,” he 
said, “but they do not solve the 
crime problem. Long prison sen- 
‘tences for notorious criminals have 
not rid us of thousands who escape 
undetected or unpunished because 
our defenses break down at one 
point or another.” 

The President's tongue slipped 
during his address. At a point 
where his manscript read “new 
Federal] anti-crime laws” he said

For the next 25 years she traveled steadily over this country 
and Europe while the company’s annual business grew to millions of 
dollars and plants flourished in Europe and Canada. Mrs. Green finally 
went to the top of her organization, with a salary well over $50,000 


a year. :

MRS. GREEN never drinks, smokes or play cards. She goes to 
church whenever possible and a movie occasionally. She reads all the 
new books but prefers those which have a “tone of religion through 
them.” She make countless inspirational speeches and always con- 
cludes with a message to women urging them on to better womanhood. 
She warns women “never to lose their womanly habits and refine- 
ment.” 

Mrs. Green dislikes slang intensely and never uses it. Her life is 
guided, however, by a number of pet adages, such as “Plan Your 
Work—and Work Your Plan” and “Right Always Wins!” She is con- 
siderate of her employes and never bawls them out but rebukes them 
quietly. She is generous and charitable, but makes her gifts directly and 
not through organizations. She has established a bungalow colony in 
the Berkshires for destitute young mothers and whenever she finds 
a deserving young woman she sends her there to remain until she is 
ready to face the world again.

FRIENDS SAY Mrs. Green's success is based on her interest in 
people. She makes it her business to know the intimate problems of the 
women with whom she comes in contact and they often seek her ad- 
vice. She wrote down her own business philosophy some time ago. 
She said: 

“People like to be led by their emotions. They respond to the 
emotional more quickly than to any other appeal. 
for instance, that she looks like a queen in a garment is far more 
persuading than to tell her the garment is the best-made and best 
designed in the world.” 

Mra. Green does her best work in the morning. She frequently 
rises at 5 a. m. and works until one the next morning. She has an 
orderly mind and puts away one set of papers before she tackles her 
next problem. She makes it a point to learn and remember the names 
of everybody she meets, including waiters and bellhops. 

Although her business contemporaries regard her as a super-sales- 
woman since she has made as much as $100,000 a year selling corsets, 
Mrs. Green has a different idea of herself: 

“I seek to anticipate the needs of my customers, and when I have 
filled that need I congratulate myself that I have performed a service, 
not sold a corset.”

C “But he also has a complex,” his mother explained, “and it be- 
gan about three months ago when the Fire Department was called 
to a neighboring house.

the street, taking Tommy along so he could 
enjoy being close to the red fire truck. 


The firemen were headed toward the ga- | 


rage, so Tommy and the maid followed, 


thinking that an auto inside must be on | 
fire. Just as they approached the garage | 


door, two firemen came out carrying the 
dead body of a man who had committed 
3 suicide by inhaling monoxide gas. 

“Tommy saw everything—the horrible 
body, women crying. He came running 
home, simply terrified. I have never seen 
a child so frightened. And for three months 
he has been a changed boy. We can hardly 
get him out of the house. We have tried 

everything. We've ignored the situation, talked sympathetically, taken 
him to see another fire engine and to talk with the firemen in a friend- 
ly fashion, but he gets worse. Dr. Crane, what is your solution?”

DIAGNOSIS: Dead bodies don’t usually produce a violent reaction 
in children only 4 years old. So Tommy’s fear means something has 
hit pretty close to himself. It so happens that space limitations will 
mot always permit me to give a graceful and step by step build-up to 
the diagnosis. I must often give a blunt pronouncement without being 
able to present all of the facts. Recently I told you about the death 
wish. Children frequently have it. I've met dozens of youngsters 
of Toramy’s age who would ask me, “Don’t you think we should kill 
Baby?” 

They meant it, too, because Baby cramped their style by diverting 
Mother's attention. Children are naturally @lfish. They want 100 per 
cent of their Mother's attention. If Daddy or Baby come in for their 
share, then Tommy may feel hateful, resentful, and entertain secret 
wishes for their destruction.

Special Care 


He Is Often Slow in Learn- 
ing to Walk, Talk and 
Develop Other Faculties.

Wines: a child is born months 


ahead of time he loses power. 

He must because his body was 
not completely developed when he 
arrived. The loss is usually in pro- 
portion to his before-handedness. 
The sooner he came the greater 
his loss. 

While he was on the way he grew 
tremendously in proportion to what 
he does when he arrives in the 
world. He was building organs and 
systems of organs that were to 
function for a lifetime and that, if 
you consider it, is a tremendous 
thing to do in so short a time as 
nine months. The premature baby’s 
‘building time was cut short and 
‘that usually means that some of 
‘the organs and systems of organs 
'were checked in growth before 
completion. In consequence we can 
expect that there will be a shortage 
of power in these organs. The de- 
ficiency varies with the child. No 
two are ever quite the same. 

This ought to make us wary about 
his training and education. We 
must go very gently, very slowly, 
and make sure that we do not put 
pressure upon a body unfitted to 
stand up under it. These children 
are often slow in learning to walk 
or to talk, or to develop some other 
faculties, We have to expect that 
and be patient. This child has to 
try to make up growth that should 
have been his at the start. It is 
most unjust, unreasonable, to expect 
him to keep up with full time chil- 
dren in school work, social develop- 
ment, physical dexterity. He must 
have time. 

It would help if his parents would 
look at him as a child two to three 
years younger than he is. Try 
working with the eight-year-old pre- 
mature child more as though he 
were just past five, and see what 
happens. Always accept what 
growth he has and build on that. 
Some of it will be quite normal, 
some not. Go on with what power 
he has, but understand that his 
powers must be uneven, and don’t 
fuss about the weaker ones. 
| This sort of child has a hard 
itime when he gets to school. The 
‘teacher is not told that this child 
lis undeveloped and she discovers 
soon that he is backward, and lets 
‘him know it. She tries to bring 
‘him up to the grade level and con- 
sequently, most innocently, makes 
his life miserable. His parents fol- 
low the teacher, maybe lead her 
in this. They are anxious to get 
ithe child up to standard and will 
‘do anything almost to get him 
there. Even making him study in 
‘his playtime and vacation. 
| If ever a child needed play, and 
vacation, and lots of free time, it 
is this unfortunate child who has 
so much pf his growing to do. 
Extra drill, extra concentration on 
books, scolding, pushing and driv- 
ing will make him only more 
weary, more dejected, more help- 
less than he is. What he needs 
is understanding encouragement 
to grow himself a little where he 
needs it most. 

Feed him well. Give him plenty 
of sleep, lots of it, all he will take. 
Let him play heartily. Let him 
|know you love him and like him 
just as he is, and if there is*any 
‘chance at all, he has it.

CHAPTER TEN. 

Up to now, you have been danc- 
ing alone. You have learned to keep 
time with the music, and to dance 
the One Step and the Fox Trot. But 
you aren’t practicing the exercises 
in this book in order to dance by 
yourself! What you want, of course, 
is to dance with a partner. And now 

the moment has arrived. 

What is the difference between 
dancing alone and dancing with 
a partner? Aside from the obvious 
fact that you are holding, and be- 
ing held by, someone else, there is 
no basic difference. You take the 
same steps. You follow the rhythm 
of the music in the same way. In 
fact, you do everything exactly as 
you have learned it thus far; there 
is nothing for you to “unlearn” or 
to change in any way at all. 

Therefore—dancing with a part- 
ner is simply the next step in your 
progress. There is no reason for you 
to be timid about it. For the sake 
of your own self-confidence it might 
be well, of course, before dancing in 
public, to practice in private with 
someone you know well. Or if this

With $75,000 Mrs. Chamberlain 
had a chance to do something with 
No. 10, and she has.

Mrs. Chamberlain is a remark- 
ably good-looking woman of 55, tall, 
with fair hair and bright blue eyes 
and a gentle dignity. Even as a 
child she was dignified. “She was 
such a good little girl,” said one 
of the women who went to school 
with her 40 years ago, “She was so 
prim, so pious.”
